It may 
be stated that there are three classes 
of materials for renderiug labiics 
fireproof. 

gome of the salts usea for this 
purpose are soluble, while others are 
insoluble. Alum, Borax, silicate of 
soda, tungstate of soda, aluminum 
sulphate, ammonium phosphate, am- 
monium sulphate, calcium chloride, 
and nm mfvninrn calclum sre all soluble 
salts, which, when made into a sat- 
urated solution, render fabrics treated 
with them more or less fireproof. 

By far the best all-round salt for 
this purpose is tungstate of soda. It 
is not affected by the dye of clothes, 
and is largely used in fircprocHng. 
A saturated solution should he inade 
ot the salt, and tbe material dipped 
in, so as to become thoroughly satur- 
ated. The fabric is then hung up to 
dry naturall}-. Calcium sulphate is 
v«y c-iteap ju ijricc, uuu ia uriaa pre- 
ferred to tungstate of soda. This 
sbH Is, however, almost insoluble in 
water, and, consequently, should be 
dissolved is. a solntton of ammonium 
sulphate, rendering a. misture which 
is practically fireproof.— Local Officer.

nobly— individually, civicly, and Gov- 
erniTientally. with the result, that 
there is, in Grace Hospital ,an Insti- 
tution, iu which the Western" people, 
as woli as Tils.' Army generaily, may 
feel a justiCahle satistaction. 

The Hosi)ital was incorporated in 
Fel)ruar.v 1004. and a dainty little re- 
port of the work, called "Love's 
Touch," gives the following facts, re- 
specting ito conditioas and purposes. 

"it Is heated with hot water, has 
electric fittings, and ail modem ap- 
pliances tliroughout. It has aecommo- 
dition Icr oi:: Iiiiiiu:^ ^ua t>,t^tj 
women and children, and at the pres- 
ent, has nearly one hundred inmates. 

The cost ot building, with furnish- 
ings, amounted to $19,750.00 Towards 
this sum the Provincial Government 
has given $10,000.00, Winnipeg City 
Council, J'.aOO.OO,. and the balance 
raised by subscriptions and loans. 

The Hospital, under the supervi- 
sion ot a duly qualified staff ot Phys- 
icians and nurses, is open tor the 
rescue and uplifting of fallen women. 
This necessitates a work of a three- 
fold character, namely: — 

1,— The sheltering ot the girl for 
a period ot time before aad after her 
sickness. 

2.— Tbe Hospital work at the time 
of her confinement. 

3, — The sheltering and eare dl the 
children bom in the home. 

When the sirl has regsiaed her 
strength, a situation Is found for her, 
to which she takes her child, hut, 
where this is not possible, we keep 
the child tor her -when deemed noces- 
sary, and she pays a trifle, accord- 
ing to hfir means, toward Its support. 
In other cases we get her to return 
with her child, to her home, where In- 
fluences tending to her uplifting exist. 
Unless the circumstances are excep- 
tional, we Insist upon the mother 
keeping and caring for the child. 

The Institution Is also open to 
poor, destitute women ot the city, for 
maternity purposes, where poverty 
will not allow for the engagement ot 
nurse, etc.; there arc also two private 
Wards for maternity work for any 
person able to pay for the attention 
necessary during such sickness. 

deception of Applicants. — It Is en- 
tirely undenominational In Ita recep- 
tlnn nf npnllrjmts. 

Those applying for admittance hav- 
ing the means, are expected to pay 
something for medical atttndance, 
but, where the patient is desUtute, the 
same attenUon will be given entirely 
free." 

On entering the hnllding, one turns 
througU the vestibule to the left, and 
finds oneself Jn a cosy little reception 
room. This was partially furnished 
by Mrs. McArthur. Next to this is 
tho Warden, or Superintendent's Offi- 
ce, and beside It a bright cheerful 
room— the dinhig-room ot the staff. 



The second room in the Officers' Suite 
is a comfortable o!tting-room, charm- 
ingly furnished In rich shades of 
bronze and green, a pretty mantle 
slielC of polished oak surmounts an in- 
viting fire-place of copper and mottled 
tiles. There are a tew comfortable 
chairs and choice pictures; with a 
useful secretaire. This pleasant room 
was furnished by the T. Eaton Co., 
and must be a real haven into which 
the dear Officers retreat tor a few 
minutes rest when the burdens ot the 
work press lieavUy upon them. Across 
Cue iiuii, are uiuiiig-ruums and Kiiciicn 
for the UEa of inm.".tes. To the rlsht 
hand in the front of the building is a 
large room used for Girls' Lcitiire 
room, and evening services or enter- 
tainments. There Is an organ in this 
room, wich chairs, tables, books and 
pictures. But the Matron would very 
much like a piano for the use ot tbe 
girls in the evening recreation, for the 
Home element is one of the chief 
factors in Army Rescue Work. 

The Matron's room Is next— fur- 
nished by a good friend of The Work, 
the Hon. Robert Rodgers. Pretty 
touches of yellow and blue hero, add 
an artistic finish. Oppostte, are two 
commodious, comfortable rooms used 
for work rooms, and a sitting room 
where former inmates who are en- 
gaged in earning their own livelihood 
may spend an evening, have a cup of 
tP{v^ 3nH enjoy the consciousness of 
having "somewhere to go," for some 
of them are "strangers In a strange 
land" . . ,, 

The basement has the i.n.".2l. equip- 
ment ot furnaces, coal-bins, laundriei 
and butteries, vegetable room and 
truck cupboard. Adjoining the laun- 
dry Is a jacket heater, tor heating 
laundry, bathrooms, and tor hospital 
purposes. 

On the second Boor la a Public 
Ward, tumlshed -by the Masons; a 
Semi-Private Ward, furnished by Mrs. 
R. J. Whitia, In memory ot the late 
Mr. Whitia, who for many years took 
a deep and practical Interest in The 
Array's Work ot Rescue, 

There Is also a Private Ward, fur^ 
nished by Hon, E. P. Koblln, "As a 
token of hlF good wishes toward the 
work ot this Institution." and another 
beautifully furnished room, by Mr. 
jonn i.(esiie. 

The ohstretrlcal room la equipped 
iu most modem style, with Its medi- 
cine and instrument cabinet, baby 
bassinet, Rochester Sterilizer, dressing 
tables, bowl-stands, etc., elc— «veii 
scales for weighing the wee babies. 
This Ward was furnished through the 
generosity of Dr. Sugden and friends. 
There dre also nurses' bedrooms, 
furnished by friends. There is the

Corps. 

The third storey is taken up with 
dormitories, wards, etc. There are, 
of course, bathrooms and flre-escapea 
in each flat. 

Beins Incornorated. the Hospital 
receives the same Government Grants 
as others— so av.ich per diem, per 
capita, and the City Council subsidise- 
it annually, to tha extent of two hun- 
dred dollars. There are a host of 
generous. Interested friends, nnd a 
staff of physicians who deserve hon- 
oi-ahle and appreciative mention.

As the 
Persian Government Is Incomiietent 
to keep its frontier la order, the 
Russians took It upon themselves to 
do the chastening. A pitchejl battle 
took place, and though the Kuasians 
were greatly outnumbered, they 
foug.it with such vigour that the 
Kurds were soon routed, leaving 
thlrt.v-four killed and fifty wounded. 
The Russian force numbers four 
nunrtrcd. and they are aflvanriv.K into 
the midst o£ a region which is tha 
tvaiil'i.-.ua" kingdom r.f robbor trlb-.;, 
who boast thousands of fighters with 
modern bnplements of war, and organ- 
ised with a semblance of military dis- 
cipline. In spite of the cheek they 
have received, the Kurds are muster- 
ing in force, and a serious struggle 
is likel.v to take place before they 
are put down. 

Britisil Cruiser Bammeil.

Paul." and the isrilish second-class 
cruiser "Gladiator." off the Isle oC

asm was- evinced. At no time during 
the day was tkere a vacant seat to 
be found in the mighty amphitheatre, 
indepil. on each occasiou. scores of 
people could be seen standing, while 

the night ulcetfuf^, Wllitiu iualeu ibree 
hour.s and three-quarters, produced 
suc'u ii crush, that half an hour be- 
fore our Leader arrived, the gates had 
to be shut in the face of a clamour- 
ing crowd 9xteT>diiig part way dov.ii 
LInscott Road, and the doleful cry of 
"Ko room!" regretfully raised. 

But huge as the crowds were. The 
General's power and influence were 
such that not a mnn or woman 
amongst them failed to experience an 
electric thrill as our venerated Lead- 
er rose to address thetn. The Kail 
rose in a body to welcome liira, and 
veterans who had grown grey in the 
service, vied with the nicEt yo-.-.tUfal 
and enthusiastic Cadet in this spon- 
taneous hurst of welcome. 

A RIGHT BEGINNING. 

The General, at the outset of the 
Campaign, went straight to business. 
"When it ifas decided that I should 
come here, to^iay," he said, "1 settled 
that we should have a Day of Salva- 
tion. I hope we are going to have 
one. Let us begin right away." 

The faith which inspired such an 
utterance, as well as the effort which 
sncceeded it, was rev.-ardcd at tbo 
finish o£ the Campaign by the glor- 
ious result of 274 seekers kneeling 
at the penitent form! It was a day of 
"signs and wonders." Each succeed- 
ing meeting seemed to- surpass in 
power and results, all that had gone 
before, uiiLil c'ue night gat'nering 
produced a mighty crash of salvation. 

The General was in great form. His 
voice, though betraying slight evi- 
dences of wear -it fir.qt. increased in 
volivme and carrying; power as he 
warmed to his subject, and as the 
da)- advanced and succesEive demands 
were made upon his energies, he rose 
to meet them with a leonine vigour 
which surprised even those accustom- 
ed to witnessing our I^eader's flnest 
efforts. 

The theme of the Cross ran through 
all The General's preaching — "an old, 
fnitiilinr tliorno tho most favc'.irito 
thecie T h.ivp. which alwriyp moves 
and fills my soul." With the.'ie 
tbousaods ot men and women before 
him th' 'r coi.ls rctlni' In th !i-"I 



ance, silence on the subject of sin and 
salvation would, The Genera! felt, 
be criminal. And so, with cpnscience- 
smiting directness, softened by tender 
appeals, he lashed out against wrong- 
doing of every kind, branding !t by 
one name — sin^and offering the one 
remedy of the Cross. 

VAiNUV VHYiNG TO ENTER. 

in the morning meeting The Gen- 
eral tried to suggest the infinite 
sweep represented iu Christ's descent 
from tbe majesty of the skies to the 
humiliation of the cross. "And yet," 
he cried, "when we ask. men to give 
themselves to God they falter, they 
turn yue!" The sublime trasedy 
and cruel irony of Calvary, and the 
grim mocker.v of the final scene were 
so powerfully felt by The General 
that, vivid and graphic as his descrip- 
tions were, he confessed, "I can't 
trust myself to talk about it." "There 
is no meaning in it," he said in a 
later passage, "unless you take hold 
oE it. It was for me. You are sate 
there. Hold on to It I" 

And so in the afternoon, when 
spnaliing of the uttermost • range of 
salvation, be cried, "He is almighty 
to damn; He is almighty to save ! I'm 
glad I've got such an Almighty 
Saviour !" 

At a quarter to six at niglit every 
seat in the Hall was occupied. .At six 
o'clock people were standing three 
deep at the back. Tlie dOorR had to 
be closed ^nd a portion of the outside 
crowd accommodated in the Temple 
at the rear for an overflow meeting. 
Hundreds more stood outside tlie 
gates vainly endeavouring to squeeze 
inside. 

Delay in starting the meeting being 
useless. Commissioner Hay, at six 
o'clock — half an hour before the time 
amiouneed — got over the "iireliiniu- 
arles." including the collection, so as 
to allow more time to The General. 

Be.'ore haii-past six, therefore, our 
Leader was well into his address. He 
spoke for an hour and a quarter with 
marvellous power, fervour and con- 
viction. "What Eiiall I say 7" he ask- 
ed, conscious of the enormous i&»aes 
at stake. "I'm going to have a hard 
pull for you tonight. I want to make 
a closing attack." 

Feeling with increasing Urgency 
the burden of spuis. The General 
broke off suddenly in the midjie i^f 
his address, and vvilji face uplitted to 
Heaven, eyes closed, and hands 
clenched, he pleaded, "Oh, Thou great

- Among the 274 seekers there were 
some striking cases. Two were Jews. 
One ot these became acquainted with 
some Salvationists about a month ago 
and was so Impressed with their godly 
living that he decided to give up 
drink. Ke came with them to hear 
The General, whose words went 
straight to his heart. He had never 
studied religion, Hk said, but he could 
not resist the conviction. 

A middle-aged man cocEesseu to 
having come under The General's in- 
fluence during the time of his first 
iiiuiur lour through iianciiester. He 
had been travelling about ever since 
trying to shake o.T conviction, but 
was forced at last to submit. 

A girl of seventeen, who has been a 
Soldier for some" months, is the only 
one saved in her family. She has 
seven brothers and sisterE, who de- 
stro.veil her "V'ar Crys" and burned 
iier unirorai. Siie wore her slileld at 
her work, where she encountered fur- 
ther opposition, the other girls mock- 
ing and ill-treating her. A fortnight 
ago she gave up. 'But to-day she got 
right again, and, in addition to pledg- 
ing herself once more to Army Sol- 
diership, has offered herself as an 
Officer.

I had spent an arduona 
day, praying, thinking, 



xaJVinSAsy pieauing for snu Witii 
the crowds, and Jesus Christ on His 
cross of suSerIng and shame had 
been my theme. His silence. His 
speech. His spirit. His obedience, His 
faith. His consecration. His patient 
walk to Calvary, His suffering. His 
prayer — that Immortal prayer — for 
those who slew Him, His last words 
of resignation and triumph— all this 
I had been thia&ing about and talk- 
ing about hour after hour as the 
saured day passed on. My own heart 
was tender, and my spirit lifted up to 
glory In my Lord and Master. 

And then came the recollection of 
Candidate's Sunday, and I remember- 
ed how many ot onr Young People 
throughout the lasd will on that day 
he brought up to consider the ques- 
tion ot their duty in the matter ot 
Officership in The Salvation Army. 

What Will They Do? 

As I thought about them, t saw 
them^a great host. Every class of 
life and type of character and condi- 
tion of soul was represented in the 
multitude which arose before my 
mental vision.. Those who have beeii^ 
nurtured amid the influences ot God's 
grace, and who are to-day wrapped 
round with the holy prayer and faith 
ot mothers and fathers -who follow 
Christ Those who have struggled to 
serve God in spite of every obstacle 
which the world and the devil could 
put In their way. Those who have 
been snatched from the nre as brands 
ready for the burning. Those who 
pro filled with love and zeal, and thosa 
who are cold and careless, or who do 
nnt pet see how great a thing life Is, 
and how vast are its opportunities. 

All these — and many more — I saw, 
and they seemed grouped together in 
one., great gathering, and a sense of 
some tremendous event came over 
me. I thought and considered what 
it could he, and while I thought, St 
appeared as though the attention Ot 
my dear young comrades was fixed 
upon some distant object.

He 
seemed to say to mo with every 
circunj"-tancc ot liii Jii;ony -' I do 
tbU tor jou, but 1 do it toi Jil-L. Can 
yon not go and toil tbi-ni ni murt I 
dlo in vain:' and bv tli** bloud 



smeared brow, and the torn and 
broken hands, and the wounded and 
bleeding feet ot my God, there came 
forth a call, an urging, a wonderful 
vompeUing to go and carry the News 
of Mercy to nil the world. 
Before The Cross. 

And then I looked at my precious 
Young People! It was a glorious 
spectacle which met my eyes! They 
were kneeling — kneeling before that 
Cross. Many strove to come very 
near to It. Many bowed down Just 
where they had been standing. Many 
seemed as though they would like to 
have died with Him there and then 
for His great love to them. It was 
indeed, a heavenly vision. 

And then a wonderful thing hap- 
pened. 

All at once they began to leap to 
their feet. First one by one, and then 
in scores, and soon in hundreds. As 
they did so, gradually a murmur ot 
voices rose above the surrounding 
noise, and mingled with sobs and 
pmyers, there, were shouts ot victory 
and joy. 

My curiosity was aroused, and as 
quickly as possible I stopped the first 
young man 1 could lay hold ot. "What 
is it?" 1 said; "what has happened?" 
"Ob Chief." he replied, "I shall go. I 
shall go. After looking at that Cross 
I cannot think any more about keep- 
ing shop or making money. I shall 
leave it all and give my Uto up for 
HIM. He has conquered." 
For His Sake. 

Nest I seized the hand ot a girl who 
looked about nineteen years ot age. 
She was singing — 

"All the way to Calvary 
He went for me." 
Tears were streaming down her face 
and yet there was a light of Joy in 
every feature. 

"What ars you eolng to do?" I 
said. "Do?" she answered. "Do, 
Chief? Ob, I'm going to do my very 
best for HIM! I am so glad I have 
something to give HIra — it ia my life. 
I have Just laid It at His feet— every 
day and hour are His now — His alone, 
who bought me with His blood upon 
that tree. I do not care where they 
Bend me, or whether I live or whether 
I die — I am not my own — I am His," 

Near her was another young wo- 
man, with striking form and beauti- 
ful eyes; she was In deep agitation. 
I asked her whence all this. She 
said; "Oh, Chief, He Is worthy— Ho is 
worthy! I love my dear old Mother, 
and she needs me often, nnd In the 
past my heart has been too sore at 
the thought ot leaving her even for 
the sake of souls. But, Ob, when I 
look at HIM — then I love IHm more 
that Mothpf or Father, or Friends and 
Home.

■^ or instance, there Is no more en- 
thi elastic and painstaking friend to 
the animal patients nt the hospital, 
thrn the veterinary surgeon who has 
thr distinction of being canine special- 
ist to the King.

An inspection of iue interior of the 
hospital gives the visitor a lasting im- 
prpRBion of bpw much care and fore- 

The bird section of tbe Animals' 
Hospital is quite a separate estab- 
lishment, inasmuch as a charge is 
permlssihle, and so it happens that 
this Is the aristocratic region. Here 
"my lady's" parrot, the dowager duch- 
ess's canary, and the baroness's pm- 
oquet are undergoing tbe distasteful 
process of restoration, after a life 
of excess. 

The oddest patient In tbe ward is 
what originally was a grey parrot. It 
has stripped itself ot the whole ot 
Its feathers. The matron declines to 
believe that the bird was actuated by 
a desire to establisii a new fresh-air 
'asMou, . and the alternative is that 
Poily has to undergo treatment fcr an 
onslaught on parasites. 

Another parrot is the victim of 
aBthma, while a robust-looking canary 
Is suffering from heart dSoSiss, 
brought on by cscessive doses ot 
cayenne pepper and saffron — a fash- 
ionable method ot securing a richly 
coloured plumage. 

Blany of the birds have become de- 
bilitated through improper feeding. It 
is Apparently a common error to give 
canaries fat, notwithstanding that It 
is the surest way of ruining their 
health. However, these faults ot diet, 
as well as most ot the ailments, aie 
successfully battled with at the Hugh 
Street estaWishment. 

Now tor an inspection ot the wards. 
They are arranged with due regard for 
the size ot the patient. A row of 
donkeys, with a variety ot ailments, 
occupy a ward on the ground Goof. 
Most ot them belong to costers; and 
their enforced detention spells aeml- 
Etarvatlon to tbe owners and depend- 
ent families, tor without the assist- 
ance of "Neddv" tbe coster'n income 
is seriously reduced, A dozen or more 
horses in an adjoining ward hear 
scars and other cvIdeiiLes ol street 
mishaps. 

Both horses and donkeys lay claim 
to a large share of hospital admira- 
tion, as much for the patient v.-ay in 
which they endure their hardships, 
as for the almost speaking manner in 
which they show their appreciation 
of the kindly treatment meted out 
to them, it has freijuentiy happened 
that on the appearance of the veter- 
inary surgeon, a horse has exhibited 
an intelligence which in a human be- 
.ing would have been deemed praise- 
worthy. 

The dog, however, is tbe prize 
patient. Tne cat, on tlie other hand. 
Is undoubtedli' the mo.st troublesome. 
The tact is that pussy is essentially a 
home, pet, and any interference with 
hnr habll.illi<ii Is slrmglv rr.>^nled 
l^ho ma^ be ^ufCeriin; inini u hnikeu 



shoulder-blade, 3 dislocated leg, an 
attack of paralysis— in all probability 
due to bad feeding — or a variety ot 
other complaints, hut it Is all the 
same to her. 3he nurtures a griev- 
ance against mankind in general, and 
the hospltaf staS In particular, 
directly she is deprived of the quiet 
seclusion ot home lite. 

She preserves a cold exterior to the 
most kindly intentioned advances, and 
places her own feline interpretation 
on the motive at the back of splints, 
blisters and nostrums, however se- 
ductively the latter may be served; 
while tbe electric battery has terrors 
beyond her range ot expression, in 
short, she cannot be wheedled. She 
betrays a consciousness that she is 
not at her best ambling about in 

diet would probably be a liberal edu- 
cation, even to a dietetic specialist. 
In thi.ii connection it is surprising the 
enormous amount of animal suitering 
entailed by ignorance in the feeding 
of pets. 

To return to the dog. He is the 
very embodiment ot what a patient 
should be. His endurance is remark- 
able. Rlen's attachment for the dog 
is only intcnaifieji by a knowledge of 
how he can behave when called upon 
to Undergo a surgical or medical 
tr8ai.mcut. 

Some while ago a large brown re- 
triever was carried to the hospital 
with a gash In the shoulder. Placing 
his head on Mr. Hartshorn's shoulder, 
he permitted the sixteen stitches to 
be taken through the ilesh without 
even the suggestion of a wince. 

Just before arriving nt the hospital, 
the dog had had an encounter with 
some burglars, who, in order to effect 
a retreat, had inflicted the injury. The 
owner ot the retriever verily believes 
tiiat if he had appeared on the scene 
a tew minut.ee earlier, he would ha>e 
fallen a- victim to the desperadoes. 
The dog Is still an Inmate ot tne In- 
stitution, and aa attempt is to be 
made to teach bim to collect funds 
for It. 

Another interesting dog case !s 
bound up with an extremely sensitive 
tortoise. The dog fell iU^ and was 
conveyed to the hospital. A few days 
later the owner presented herself at 
the Institution, carrying a tortoise. 

"Wliat Is -the matter with the tor- 
toise?" asked Mr. Hartshorn. 

"Well, I firmly believe that It is 
fretting because the dog has been 
taken away," came the reply. "The 
fact is. a remarkable attachment has 
sprung "lip hctvccn the pair in a curi- 
ous way- One day the dog returned 
home with the tortoise In his mouth. 
Where be got it from I have not the 
least idea. Maybe he thought it was 
a boue. Presently he discovered that 
tiie thing could move, and, after a 
somewhat cautious establishing ot an 
entente cordiale, the two became in- 
separable chnnis. At any rate, as 
soon as the dog was taken away the 
tortoise would not talcc food of any 
kind, and 1 feel sure that it is only a 
case of trettulness." 

By way of finding out how much 
there really was in tnis theory, the 
dog was released from his ward, and 
the meeting ot the two friends was 
something never to be forgotten. The 
dog pranced about the tortoise with 
almost frantic Joy, while the latter 
imnjediately resumed its normal con- 
dition, and, as well as it was able, 
provided ample evidence of consider- 
able gratification. I'ae affinity was so 
unmistakable that the owner picked 
up both pets and wended her way 
home. 

But such affinities do not always 
exist between the patients. 

A rabbit with a broken leg in 
splints, although becoming convales- 
cent, cannot be induced to evince the 
remotest interest In a rulBanly mon- 
key in the adjoining compartment, de- 
.=;p'te the frantic endenvours of the 
latter to strike up terms of friend- 
ship. "Jttcko" has heroine suilicient- 
ly restored to health to feel once 
more nn appetising regard for nuts. 
His unpopularity, perhaps, is dne to a 
weakness for vigorously cracking the 
shells when all the other occupants 
of tile ward are convinced that every 
self-respeoting convalesuent should be 
thinking ot sleep. 

From time to time the hospital au- 
thorities are invited to extend the 
scope of their work by supplying ar- 
tificial limbs after an amputation hns 
taken place, but, without exception,
